In order to strengthen our hand during negotiations and to 
provide raw materials for the members of the task force, irtio include 
particularly Arthur Schlesinger, Richard Goodwin, and Ernest Lindley 
would you please cull through your materials and draw up as con5)lete^ 
a list as possible of Cuban interventionist activities (including in 
it those classified cases which can be downgraded for public use), 
and also include with that list sufficient detail on each case so that 
we can make our position both factual and convincing.
